WITNESS MONUMENT TIES 


All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark at the root crown 
(less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' 
above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from the monument to the mag nail.

Distances to witness ties were collected with a Leica Disto laser distance meter and 100’ tape. Bearings to witness ties were 
collected with the internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to grid north and are 
approximately shown hereon for reference. A Silva 2 ° compass was used to confirm bearings. Priority should be given to provided 
distances over bearings.

OTHER EVIDENCE: Describe corner location relative to nearby features and how to reach the corner location — note fences, roads, timber cutting 
lines, mow lines, clearings, plantings, streams, topo changes, etc. 

Monument is at the northeast corner of 537 Fawn Ridge Trail, purportedly bordering the Morgan Monroe Forest. North of the 
monument there is a forest utility road running east and west. There is a spool of unused barb wire circling the monument. There are 
several survey flags, poles, lathes and indicators that can be seen from the shed area of the homestead. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 

Geodetic controls of the monument were recorded. A new witness was established. The acidity of the stone was tested. “X” was 
retraced for clarity and functionality. Anew “Protect Nearby Survey Markers” sign was hung on an existing T post southwest of the 
monument, 3.6’ above grade and facing north. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
The stone was previously witnessed by the Monroe County Surveyor, Michael W. Friley, on November 8, 1993 and co-witnessed by 
Darrell Breedlove, Timber Specialist with Morgan-Monroe State Forest. It is believed this stone was set in a survey of Section 22 
Township 10N Range 01W by George W. Vannoy on September 27 thru 30, 1880 on file at the Surveyor’s Office as RSID004924.

=the south and west sides of SE%, NE% were painted and posted. 
the west side of NEX, NEX was not painted, but there is a well- 
maintained and obvious fence-line.

4. On July 29, 1988, a steel fence post was driven next to the 
stone at the southwest corner, SE4, SE4, Sec.15. This stone, 
also, has a pipe next to it that was driven as part of an adjoining 
survey (surveyor: Guy More). It was set by witnesses (see entry#3*) 
following disturbance by loggers in 1986. The stone was recovered 
by Breedlove and positioned next to the pipe. : 
Also on this date, a steel fence post was driven at the SE 
corner, of Sec.15. According to Hugh Gorman(see entry#1), Farkas, 
Monroe County Surveyor, substantiated that the stone had been 
destroyed and that the depression was the correct location of 
the section corner. The post was driven next to another thin, 
steel, channel marker found in the depression.
